Dr. James B. Macelwane, St. Louis 
University seismologist, said 
shocks 
had 
been felt 
in the 
New 
Madrid 
region nearly every year since 
the 
great series of quakes in the winter of 
1811-12, but the number and severity 
had 
been 
decreasing. 
Two shocks 
were felt last year. 


St. Louis, July 19.— Three 
earth­ 
quake shocks, one of them centering 
in the New Madrid vicinity, about 150 
miles soulli of St. Louis, were record­ 
ed on the St. Louis 
University seis­ 
mograph late F>iday night and early 
yesterday. 
Father James B. 
Macelwane,

Missouri quake which was reported 
from New Madrid, was strong enough
